IAB Approved Definitions 

BASIC - INTELLIGENCE - Factual intelligence which results 
from the collation of encyclopedic information of a 
more or less permanent or static nature and general 
Interest which, as a result of evaluation and inter- 
pretation, is determined to he the Best available. 

CURRENT INTELLIGENCE - Spot information or intelligence 
of all tj r pes and forms of immediate interest and value 
to operating or policy staffs, which is used by them 
usually without the delays incident to complete 
evaluation or interpretation. 

STAFF INTELLIGENCE - Intelligence prepared by any 
department or agency through the correlation and 
interpretation of all intelligence materials evarlable 
to it in order to meet its specific requirements and 
responsibilities .

DEPARTMENTAL INTELLIGENCE is intelligence the production 
of which must he insured ty a department or independent 
agency of the government to accomplish its mission.

DEPARTMENTAL INTELLIGENCE - The intelligence needed by a 
department or independent agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and the subordinate units thereof, to execute 
their mission and to discharge their lawful responsi- 
bilities.

It is called upon because tne xnt <^8£cefa 
its field of dominant interest. This intelligence is not used by the drafting 
department as staff intelligence. If drafted in the War Department, however, 
it" would properly be called War Department intelligence or more broadly^ cepart- 
mental intelligence . » Q.E.D. departmental intelligence includes staff intelligence

At a Joint f JIS-CIG meeting on 25 June 1947, I informed the meeting 
that the following definition, although not acceptable to me, would be 
submitted to CIG for its opinion: 

3M^>departmental Intelligence - The intelligence 
needed by a’ "depar‘6merit or independent agency of 
the Federal Government, and the subordinate units 
thereof, to execute its mission and to discharge 
its lawful responsibilities, 

I felt that this definition was not responsive to our use in inter- 
> departmental meetings of the term in the sense that it referred to that 
intelligence allocated to a department from the basis of its predominant 
interest only. In addition, I felt that this definition was so olosely 
akin to that of "staff intelligence” that' to the ordinary layman no clear 
distinction could be made between the two. 


Request your opinion on whether the above definition should be 
accepted.
